- CHAKLES A. McDONALD, Secretary and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Hercules Iron-Works com- 
pany, owners of the Cold-Storage Building. 

The hearing of the evidence was concluded 
at 3:25 p. m., when Coroner McHale gave 
the cases to the jury. The jury reached its 
conclusion much more quickly than the time 

were out would indicate. as there were 
gixteen deaths, the causes of which they were 
called to consider, and each represented a 
\peparate case, though the finding was made 
gs to the whole. A separate document signed 
pp the jurors represented the verdict in each 
ease. The verdict was the same in all the 
‘eases and read as follows: 

We, the jury, find that the deceased came to 
their deaths from injuries and burns received at a 
fire of the Cold Storage Building at the World's 
Fair grounds July 10, 1893; and we, 
the jury, find from the evidence presented 
that Charles A. McDonald, John B. Skinner.

No warrants were issued by Coroner McHale 
yesterday and no effort was made to take the

td nature of the charge and recommendation 
was unofficially brought to their notice they 
all expressed the intention of visiting Coroner 
McHale’s office this morning for the purpose 
of furnishing any bond that may be demanded.

Manager McDonald attaches all of the 
blame to the Fire Department. He thought 
the verdict will simply result in a thorough 
investigation by the grand jury that will fix 
the blame where it properly belongs.

There is nothing to the verdict,”” said Mr.

No matter what evidence came before 
the jury it would have found the same ver- 
dict. Coroner McHaie went there to hold 
somebody responsible in order to satisfy 
public clamor and he is trying to do it.

Passes to the World’s Fair, stolen from 
Maj. Handy’s effice in Administration Build- 
ing some time last week, were on sale at re- 
duced rates in the scalper’s office in the Sara- 
toga Hotel yesterday. A reporter for Tue 
Trisune purchased two of the brown slips of 
paper which have been issued to the press for 
40 cents each and was told that he would 
have no trouble in getting all he wanted at 
that price, but that he must keep quiet about 
it. The statement that they were plentiful 
was borne out by the supply the scalper had 
on hand, he tearing the two tickets from a 
stub half an inch thick. He filled in the 
names of two supposititious persons, both of 
whom he credited to the account of the 
Chicago Times. 

The passes numbered from 12,000 to 
15,000 were the ones stolen, and the tickets 
purchased yesterday were numbered 12,380 
and 12,381, In form they are as follows:

The passes are of no value unless counter- 
signed across the left end by Frank Rig- 
ler,a clerk in Handy’s office, a fac-simile 
of whose signature appears at the bot- 
tom of the pass. It is doubtless an 
easy matter for any one to write Mr. 
Rigler’s signature where it ought to be by 
paying a little attention to the printed fac- 
simile. When the reporter purchased the 
tickets Frank Rigler was already on the 
end, and a pretty good imitation it was. 

The loss of these tickets was reported 
to the authorities and they were at 
first inclined to Assue a peremptory or- 
der dishonoring the passes. It was deemed 
best to postpone the time for their refusal 
until yesterday morning. as a good many of 
the brown passes were in the hands of parties 
entitled to use them. The gatemen yester- 
day morning turned everybody away who had 
a brown pass, and a good deal of complaining 
was the result. A new pass, a fac-simile of 
the old one, with the exception that the paper is 
yellow instead of brown, has been issued. 

Diamonds with Workmen’s Passes. 


Within the last ten daysit has been dis- 
covered that thousands of the workmen’s 
tickets ha ve been diverted from the purposes 
for which they were issued. According to the 
custom which was instituted when the Fair 
began the concessionnaires or people entitled 
to workmen’s passes for their employés drew 
on the proper authorities each day for the 
number of workmen’s fickets they wanted 
for the ensuing day. A record was kept 
of these by number and date of issue. Com- 
plaints were made that people not entitled 
to workmen’s tickets had them in their 

It was said, moreover, that u 


large intelligence office down-town had sev- 


eral blocks of these tickets. On investigation 
it was found that one of the concessionnaires 
over on the Midway, who runs a restaurant, 
was in the habit of . leaving tickets every day 
at the intelligence office that he might get his 


help. A watch was put on the gates last Sun- | 


day with the view of ascertaining who were 
using these workmen’s tickets. Well-dressed 
men, women wearing diamonds and handsome 
gowns, and children came trooping through 
the gates. They were. in many instances, the 
wives and children of superintendents of some 
of the concessions on the Midway and recog- 
nized as such. People who had plenty of 
money and were abundantly able te pay their 
way into the Fair came in on the workmen’s 
tickets. The system has been changed now 
and as a natural result a decrease of about 60 
to 75 per cent has been made in the number 
of tickets issued to workmen. 
One Man Has 15,000 Passes. 


Maj. J. G. Pangborn, president of the 
American Exhibiters’ Association, gives Di- 
rector Schwab as authority for the statement 
that one man has received 15,000 passes to 
the Exposition. 

It was when we called on the Council of 
Administration to try and secure passes for 
the country editors—and . failed—that Mr. 
Schwab made this statement to me,“ said 
Maj. Pangborn yesterday. I showed him a 
letter relating to the matter which I gave to 
Mr. Schwab to read. When he read it he got 
mad and said: Why, that man, the writer 
of the letter, has had 15,000 passes himself. 
I will give the name of this man to the Coun- 
cil of Administration or any body of World's 
Fair officials if they wish it. 

“Yesterday I was informed that if I would 
go and see a certain man he could by 
ocular demonstration show me that the 
matter of issuing passes was not restricted by 
any means. That a certain man got all that 
he wanted and had his pockets filled with 
passes that could be used by other people. I 
saw that man and he took from one pocket a 
large number of passes on which was the 
picture of Franklin, I said: ‘Are they good 
for ladies?’ ‘Yes,’ he said, ‘they are 
good for anybody that presents them. 
I said: ‘Are you sure of it? ‘Well,’ 
he said, how are these?’ and he went down 
and pulled out a large number of passes in 
blank of brown color, with the mark of 
‘press’ across them. They were in such shape 
that they could be used by anybody. I asked 
him if he had filled out any for ladies. He 
said, Les, lots of them.’ This same gentle- 
man told me that within a six minutes’ walk 
he could take me toa man who had had 15, 
000 passes issued to him.“

Commissioner Hundley started the after- 
noon’s entertainment by a motion to recon- 
sider the adoption of the resolution of two 
days ago, which provided for the standing 
committee plan. Vice-President Waller left 
the chair and made a speech telling the Com- 
missioners that they had important duties be- 
fore them, and that the commission should 
continue in session, if need be until the end 
of its term, which, according to the act of 
Coagress, is in 1898. 

The commission,” he said, “should cer- 
tainly stay here until it had settled the ques- 
tion of awards. That duty plainly develops 
upon the commission und is most important. 
All the records of the Exposition will stand 
in a written description of exhibits long 
after these beautiful buildings have 
faded away. Now, it will be no more 
expensive for the commission to remain in ses- 
sion than it will to separate into standing 
committees. There will be the same number 
of Commissioners here and they will draw 
the same per diem, but as itis the Commis- 
sioners will be unable to do the business 
which the commission in session can, so that 
there is nothing to be gained by adjourning 
and putting the standing committees in 
charge. We ought also to be careful about 
the investigation of the proposed claims for 
damages against the government.“ 

Commissioners Clendenning and Rucker 
did not favor the Standing committee plan 
and Dr. Cochran wanted the dignity of the 
body. maintained, and he thought that this 
could only be done by the commission re- 
maining in session. After a great deal of talk 
Mr. Hundley’s motion to reconsider the com- 
mittee resolution was laid on the table. 

John Boyd Thacher’s plan for a court of 
appeals to{consist of two members, in the 
matter of awards, received another turning 
over but was not determined. Commissioner 
Tousley wanted a reviewing committee of 
twelve members of thé Commission outside of 
the Committee on Awards to pass upon appeal 
cases, He said there were many complants 
from foreign Commissioners as to the organ- 
ization of the judges, and that the expert j 
system would cause much dissatisfaction. 
thought. that the Court of Reference and Ap- 
peals should be separated from the Awards 
committee which names these judges. The 
subject was laid over until today. The list of 
‘judges named by the Awards committee for 
4 J laid over until today. The 
Manufactures, which were not approved Mon- 
day, were yesterday unanimously confirmed. 

There was a two hours’ discussion on the 
payment of back salary due Col. E. C. Culp 
of the Ceremonies committee from the eom- 
mission.. It amounts to $1,450, but the com- 
mission voted not to pay it. 

Commissioner White offered a resolution 
asking the Council of Administration to pro- 
vide passes for the country editors who are to 
be brought here by the American Exhibiters’ 
Association. The motion was laid on the 
table on the ground that the editors were able 
to take care of themselves and most of them 
have passes anyway.

WILL DO THEIR WORK IN SECRET. 


Manufactures Jurors Apply for a Guard to 
Exclude All Outsiders, 


The Department Committee on Awards for 
Manufactures met again at noon yesterday in 
the north end of the building, Chairman Kim- 
ball presiding and Thomas Hanna acting as 
Secretary. The attendance of outside parties 
was not so large as at the previous meetings. 
The first business transacted was the adoption 
of the following resolutions, offered by Mr. 
King: 


Wuergas, The work of the committee here- 
after will be of the most confidential and private 
nature and the meetings should be only open to 
its members; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President of the’committee 
be and is hereby requested to apply to the proper 
departments for the assignment of a Columbian 
Guard, who shall be authorized to exclude from 
the meetings of this committee all persons other 


than members of this committee or of the Colum- | 


bian Committee on Awards; and be it further 

Resolved, That the evidence of membership 
shall be the card of appointment signed by John 
Boyd Thacher, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee on Awards. 

Chairman Kimball supplemented the reso- 
lutions with a long discourse on the absolute 
necessity of secrecy with reference to the 
awards. He considered it binding on every 
judge to conceal his award from every person 
outside the committee until it had been rati- 
fied and been made final and irrevocable. 
Accordingly, he said, it would be absolutely 
necessary to exclude newspaper reporters 
from all future meetings of the committee, 

Chairman Kimball advised jurors, in mak- 
ing their examinations, to play off one ex- 
hibiter against another, so as to learn the de- 
fects of the exhibits. He said also that 
some of them no doubt were anxious 
to get back home, and he would 
advise them to rush through their assignments 
as fast as they could and take their departure. 
It would be the business of the committee, 
he said, to revise and reconstruct the awards 
of the judges as fast as reported. In many 
cases he thought the committee would takean 
award 300 words in length and condense it 
into 100 words. 

The jurors on awards in the Department of 
Machinery met at 2 o’clock p. m. The ques- 
tion of a secretary was taken up and Louis 
Cannon of Belgium was proposed for the 
place. Hedeclined it, however, and V. L. 
Kirpicheff of Russia was elected to that office. 
The Committee on Organization which 
had been named the day before presented its 
report, which will go to the Executive Com- 
mittee on Awards for approval. There will

Their words cannot be 
trusted. They have said one thing to the 
Mayor and the professional foreign junta and 
another thing to individual Aldermen, They 
have spoken quite differently still to the pub- 
lic. Such men are not fit to serve on a board 
which controls the public schools of Chicago, 
in which children should be taught to be 
truthful, candid, straightforward, and honor- 
able. 
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MAYOR HARRISON AS A BULLDOZER. 

Mayor Harrison has made himself ridicu- 
lous by his attempt to bolster up the fads arid 
the foreign language humbug in the public 
schools, He is the laughing stock of the 
whole city today. He probably thinks that 
his action Monday evening at the Council was 
a display of Bismarckian firmness and Mach- 
iavellian finesse. It was a piece of high- 
handed tomfoolery well calculated to make 
Mr. Harrison’s judicious friends, if he has 
any, grieve. It properly was rebuked by the 
Council by an overwhelming majority. 

Mr. Harrison boasts that he will be able to 
whip enough Aldermen into line during the 
week to indorse his action next Monday. 
What a confession for one who makes pre 
tense to be something more than a mere ward 
politician!’ He publicly proposes to use the 
patronage of his office to bribe Aldermen to 
sanction his peculiar antics. They are poor 
miserable creatures who can thus be moved. 
It may well be doubted if there are any such. 

His proceedings Monday evening properly 
were characterized by Ald. Madden as high- 
handed, unwarranted, and in utter disregard 
of the charter and the rules of the Council. 
It was a clumsy piece of that jugglery of the 
political slums in which Harrison seems to de- 
light. He was unable to carry out his pro- 
gram despite the coaching of his -son, his 
private secretary, his reporter, and that re- 
markable parliamentary acrobat, Ald. Mc- 
Gulen. He blundered so badly that the list 
of his nominations had to be withdrawn from 
the clerk to be doctored and patched up by 
the private secretary. This lawless and out- 
rageous proceeding was in keeping with the 
whole course of the Mayor and his satellites 
during the evening. He withdrew the names 
without ‘notice or warrant and against the 
protest of the Aldermen. He submitted the 
same names again in confused, irregular, and 
improper form. He ignored the rule which 
demands the reference of such nominations to 
an appropriate committee at the instance of 
any two Aldermen. He claimed his com- 
munication was privileged. It was nothing of 
the kind. Even though it were privileged 
that did not affect the rules. They might 
have been suspended. But the Mayor, in his 
confusién and growing forgetfulness, over- 
looked that point. He was persistent in his 
lawlessness and blundering and those 
who were coaching him are as stupid as him- 
self. Relying upon his supposed power over 
the Aldermen he forced a roll-call on 
his list with the aid of a servile clerk. The 
Council ignominiously rejected them. To 
save himself in the future the Mayor again ig- 
| nored parliamentary rules and precedents by 
allowing one of the cheap Aldermen, whose 
whiskers he playfully burned some time ago 
and whom he usually treats with contempt, to 
change his vote after the verification of the 
roll, He announces through his organ that 
the change was made to bring the nomina- 
tions before the Council again, when, accord- 
ing to the organ, it will confirm the whole 
list, with the possible exception of. Mrs. Sher- 
man.“ 

Well, we will see. A majority of the Alder- 
men showed no disposition Monday night to 
submit to the Mayor’s bulldozing or to toler- 
ate his frothing. The average Alderman, it 
may be added, comports himself with more 
dignity and shows a higher appreciation of 
his public duties than does the Mayor. It 
cannot be that a blundering demagogue can 
whip any_self-respecting member of the Coun- 
| cil into line for Halle, Thornton, and their 
fellow-faddists.

A SPECIMEN OF FREE SILVER IMPU- 
DENCE. 


Gov. McConnell of Idaho has sent the fol- 
lowing notice throughout his State: 

Please calla meeting and select delegates to 
attend the Bimetallic congresses in Chicago Aug. 
1 and Washington Aug. 7. The onslaught on bil- 
ver demands prompt action and earnest codpera- 
tion. Iwill commission whomever you elect. Select 
as many as will volunteer to go at their own ex- 


pense. | 

If the Bimetallic ‘congresses referred to are 
genuine ones, then the free silver men of 
Idaho have no business to thrust themselves 
into them and attempt to take part in their 
deliberations. The meaning of bimetallism 
is well set forth in the Democratic platform 

where it says: 

We hold to the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money jof the country, and to the 
coinage of both gold and silver without discrimi- 
nation against either metal or charge for mint- 
age, but the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
or be adjusted by international agreement or by 
such safeguards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals and 
the equal power of every dollar at all times in the 
market, and in the payment of debts; and we de- 
mand that all paper currency shall be kept at 
par with and redeemable in such coin. We in- 
sist upon this policy as especially necessary for 
the protection of the farmers and laboring class- 
es, the first and most defenseless victims of un- 
stable money and a fluctuating currency. 

If the congresses to be held here and at 
Washington are not made up of delegates 
standing on that platform they will not be bi- 
metallic congresses. They will be stealing a 
name to which they are not entitled. If free 
silver delegates are let into those congresses 
that fact would be sufficient evidence that the 
latter want a depreciated silver and not a bi- 
metallic currency. 

In the next place the platform quoted above 
is that of the party which controls all the 
branches of the government. The President, 
who favors that plank, is a Democrat, and so 
is Congress. Idahovoted last year against 
that plank. It chose Weaver Presidential 
Electors on an anti-bimetallic platform which 
said we demand free and unlimited coinage 
of silver and gold at the present legal ratio of 
16 to 1.“ The Weaverite policy having been 
repudiated by the people by a majority of ten 
or twelve millions, the latter should have 
their way and the party which they put in 
power because it claimed to be so strongly 
bimetallic should go on with ite work un- 
molested by these Idaho silver monometal- 
lists. 

The Governor speaks also of the on- 
slaught on silver,’ which he calls on the 
citizens of Idaho to defeat, There have been 
various onslaughts on silver. The first 
was by Germany 20 years ago, when it de- 
monetized silver. The second was when 
France, 18 years ago, followed by the other 
members of the Latin Union, stopped 
the coinage of silver. The next was when 
Italy adopted the gold standard eight 
or ten years ago. The next was when Austria 
résolved to follow suit and cut loose from the 
silver standard. The last onslaught was 
by the India Government, which stopped the 
free coinage of silver a month ago. How- 
ever much the Idaho miners may feel ' ag- 
grieved by these successive onslaughts 
what can they do in the premises? Those 
countries will act to suit themselves, quite in- 
different to the feelings of the people of 
Idaho. 

Probably the “onslaught” to which the 
Governor of that State means to refer is the 
proposition to repeal the silver purchase 
clause of the Sherman law, which has fur- 
nished a market for one product of Idaho and 
some of the other mining States at the ex- 
pense of the rest of the people of the United 
States. The real friends of silver are fore- 
most in demanding the repeal of the Sherman 
law. The real enemies of silver, the ones 
whose policy if carried out would make it 
so odious to the people of this country that 
they would not tolerate it, are these men who 
are howling for the free coinage of 371-grain 
silver dollars and at the same time calling 
themselves bimetallists, when it requires 
more than 600 grains to equal a dollar in 
value. They are the foes of bimetallism. 
They do not want a silver dollar with enough 
silver in it to be worth a dollar. They want 
silver dollars containing but 56 cents of pur- 
chasing power value.

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CHEAP TRANSPORTATION TO THE FAIR. 

After waiting nearly three months to find 
out that the masses would not visit the great 
Fair from afar unless attracted by low rates 
of transport ation the railroad managers are 
yielding the point. Some are doing so with 
an ill grace, and others heartily. The lines 
connecting this city with Columbus, O., are 
leading in the reduction. The ordinary rate 
for the distance of 267 miles between the 
two cities is $7.70. The Big Four arranged 
for anexcurston yesterday at an $8 rate for the 
ne trip. Then the Columbus, Hocking 

alley and Toledo advertised an excursion for 


next Sunday at $7. The Sandusky and Co- 


lum bus Short line has followed with a $6 rate, 
and now it is stated the officials of the Big 
Four have resolved to announce a $5 rate, 
and reported that the Pan-Handle has given a 
$5 rate to the Columbus Board of Trade, 
which will visit the Fair Aug. 7. Further- 
more it is understood the $5 rate by the Big 
Four is to be good for all time.“ As this is 
a trifle less than one-third the regular fare 
and a little under one cent per milo of tho to- 
tal distance to be traveled, the public cannot 
now complain that the rate is not low enough. 
It remains to be seen if lines connecting Chi- 
cago with other cities than Columbus will 
follow the example,

have carried a few passengers at the higher 
rates demanded, but the masses would not 
pay them, being all the more determined as

from the investment. 


THE SECURITY OF THE FAIR BUILDINGS. 

The committee appointed by the Common 
Council to examine the grounds and buildings 
of the World’s Fair with reference to the pro- 
tection afforded in case of fire has made a 
thorough investigation and submitted, its re- 
port. The outcome of its investigation will 
remove any apprehension of danger which the 
public may have had, based upon the destruc- 
tion of the Cold-Storage Building and the sad 
loss of life which accompanied it. The com- 
mittee reports that all the buildings used for 
exhibition purposes are perfectly safe so far 
as their main floors and galleries are con- 
cerned, 

At the same time the committee suggests 
certain precautionary measures. Some of 
them already have been enforced and all of 
them should be. It recommends the disuse 
for visitors of the second balcony of the Ad- 
ministration Building, of the roof of the Man- 
ufactures Building for promenade purposes 
unless four iron stairways, eight feet in width, 
are constructed from the roof to the ground, 
and of the roof of the Transportation Build- 
ing, and further suggests in the case of the 
latter building that iron ladders be provided 
for the use of firemen. It also recommends 
that the practice of permitting visitois to 
enter the towers of the Illinois and Agricult- 
ural Buildings shall be discontinued, and 
urges strongly that the unsightly pile of in- 
flammable stuff known as the Spectatorium 
shall be torn down at once as a mienace to life 
and property. 

Some of the suggestions of the Council 
committee already have been put in force by 
the Council of Administration. All of them 
should be, The Fair officials have nothing to 
do with the Spectatorium, but the Common 
Council promptly should order the Commis- 
sioner of Buildings to have that huge and dan- 
gerous pile of pine lumber in close proximity 
to the north line of the grounds torn down 
The committee does not ex- 
aggerate the situation when it says: This 
huge pile of lumber, standing as it does in an 
unfinished condition with no one in charge, is 
a constant to life and property. 
Should it take fire, uring a northeast wind 
our judgment. is nothing could save the 
surrounding buildings from d 1 
The committee might have added that owing 
to its peculiar construction it is not unlikely 
in case of fire more firemen’s lives would be 
lost if they ventured into it or upon it. 

The prompt carrying out of the precaution- 
ary measures suggested by this committee 
will remove every possibility of danger at the 
Fair so far as it is possible to do so, and as 
these measures can be enforced without de- 
laying the progress of the Fair, entailing any 
expense, or interfering in any way with the 
pleasure or convenience of visitors there is no 
good reason why the Fair should not be made 
secure in the manner suggested by the com- 
mittee. Warned by one dreadful experience 
no risks must be taken in the future, The 
one notoriously unsafe building is out of the 
way, though at terrible cost. With the pre- 
cautions suggested by the committee carried 
out every building on the grounds will be as 
safe as it is possible for human skill and fore- 
sight to make it." 


THE “OHEAP MONEY" OELUSION. 

The recent break in silver carried the 
bullion value of the silver. dollar way down 
to the mark sighed for by the Populiste. They 
want paper money that will be good for 
nothing at all after it has served its first pur- 
pose of paying off the debts existing at the 
time of its issue from the printing press. They 
have agitated for the free coinage of silver 
because that would have been a long step in 
the direction of getting money 80 cheap 
that nobody would take it except on com- 
pulsion. As they want the cheapest kind of 
money that ean be got it is no wonder if they 
welcomed the decline in the bullion value of 
the silver dollar to less than 50 cents as the 
dawning of their fancied millennium. 

Mrs. Mary Lease of Kansas, one of the 
Populist ranters and platform shouters, 
lectured recently in this city on the money 
question. She denouced the ‘ demonetiza- 
tion of silver as a crime against the American 
people,” a “blow struck at the freedom of 
the race, the unspeakable crime of the cent- 
ury.” When boiled down, and the froth 
skimmed off, all this rant and rot simply 
means that Mrs. Lease holds it to be a crime 
that the United States did not resume specie 
payments on the 89 cent silver basis of de- 
based money in 1878. She shrieks and pulls 


her hair because the hard money of this 


country is not depreciated silver dollars, in- 
trinsically worth 64 cents each at the date of 
her Chicago lecture, and since then less than 
55 cents, What she is screaming for 
is silver monometallism and the utter ex- 
pulsion of gold money. She is bitterly and 
furiously hostile to putting a gold dollar’s 
worth of silver into a silver dollar, but affects 
to believe that by putting only half a dollar’s 
worth of silver into the dollar everybody 
would get rich and be contented. This shal-

WO STATE BANK NOTES. 

The Professor of Political Economy at the 
University of Chicago, who is strongly in 
favor of the repeal of the silver-purchase pro- 
visions of the Sherman law, has written a- 
letter to Secretary Morton on the eubject, in 
which he says among other things: 

As concerns a repeal of the tax on State bank 
notes it will be unfortunate for the country if it 


is done, but in my opinion it may be a good 


medicine, The people in some States foolishly 
think they ought to have more money and these . 
will be the States in which State issues will not 
be injuriously used. The result will be that 
those who néed the lessons of experience most 
will probably get them. 

This is an assumption that if a State like 
Georgia, Mississippi, Arkansas, or Kansas, 
were allowed to go into the business of manu- 
facturing wildcat, the shiplasters- would not 
circulate outside of the limits of the States 
where they were made. Were this true there 
would not be so much harm in permitting 
Alabama speculators, for instance, to issue as 
much soft irredeemable money as the people 
of that State were willing to take. In a short 
time they would be so sick of the experiment 
that they would shut down on State banking 
and touch nothing but United States money. 

But the assumption is not a correct one. 
The shinplasters would cross State lines and 
find their way inevitably into other com- 
munities. Men who did not want to take 


them in payment of debts would accept them, 


fearing that if they did not they would get 
nothing, and hoping that if they did take 
them they would be able to pass them off 
immediately on some one else who was not 
as well aware as they were of thvir doubtful 
character. As was always the case before the 
war, the last holder of the worst notes would 
turn out to be the workingman. Intelligence 
would shove off the loss on ignorance. 

Therefore as the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on State bank issues and the toleration of 
wildcatting would hurt the citizens of States 
which would not allow banks of issue to be 
established, as well as the citizens of those 
which did, for the shinplasters would not 
stay - at home but wander far away, the tax 
should not be repealed to allow the people of 
certain States to fill themselves with the 
fruits of their folly and learn from bitter ex- 
perience what idiots they have been, It 
should be retained until replaced by a law 
forbidding the issue of notes by any State 
bank. 


Tux Colorado silver men say in their manifes- 
to: The funds of estates of widows and orphans 
ha ve been loaned on our lands and have built 
our ediflces, and then aver, No calamity 
can induce us to repudiate one dollar of an 
honest debt.“ But they want permission to 
pay off their honest debts, including those 
owing to widows and orphans, with dollars 
that would be worth only about halfas much as 
the dollars borrowed, Is that honest? Having 
such an aim, and the audacity to confess it, 
the gall requisite to claim that they pride 
themselves on their “commercial and finan- 
cial integrity is simply colossal. Think of 
the cheek of men who claim the right to try 
the experiment of paying off their indebt- 
einess to widows and orphans with depre- 
ciated dollars and then to submit without a 
murmur ’”’ to standing by calmly and viewing 
the misery they have caused! But such ar 
attitude is consistent with the hardihood dis- 
played in the assertion. that ‘‘reliable statis- 
ties prove that, including legitimate items in 
the account, the silver of Colorado costs by 
the time it is on the market not less than 
$1.29 per ounce.” Do they expect that ver- 
bal slush to be believed? Can they suppose 
the people of the United States are such dolts 
as to credit the statement in the face of re- 
ports of cheap production taken from their 
own figures?

Tue Controller of the Currency says he has 
found out in making appointments of receiv- 
ers of broken banke— 

That it is not always wise to rely upon indorse- 
ments of a purely political character. In a great 
many cases they are honestly given and honestly 
intended, but criticism can justly be made upon 
public men that they too often are willing to 
strengthen themselves with their constituents at 
the expense of the appointing power. 

Other Democratic heads of bureaus or de- 
partments have no doubt made the same dis- 
covery. The best course for them to pursue 
would be to insist that the politics of their 
appointees shall be indorsed by Democrats 
and their business qualifications by Republic- 
ans.

HEAT MAKES NEW YORK UNBEARABLE 


Many Poor People Dying from the Inroads 
of Humidity. 

New Yorn, July 18.—(Special.|~The day 
opened with the temperature at 75°, five de- 
grees lower than yesterday, but this advan- 
tage was more than offset by the increased 
humidity, of which there was 30 per cent—9 
per cent more than yesterday. It soon be- 
came actually hotter than Monday. The of- 
ficial figures of the mercury’s flight regis- 
tered : 

Nine o'clock, 77°: 10 o'clock, 81°; 11 o'clock, 
84°; 12°0’clock, 86°; 1 o'clock, 87°; 2 o'clock. 
88°: 3 o'clock, 91%". 

The mercury began to slide down again 
then, but with tantalizing slowness. Under 
the best of conditions existing was simply a 
burden. Mencould only grin and bear the 
heat or collapse and trust to the ambulance 
and the hospital,as many poor people were 
compelled to do. The number of cases of 
prostrations reported was not quite as large 
as yesterday, but the horrors of the hot spell 
were only partially disclosed in the po- 
lice lists of prostrations. Far more sad were 
the scenes enacted in many abodes of poverty, 
where many babes lay dying. 


BODY OF BANKER DREXEL ARRIVES. 


Died at Carlsbad and to Be Buried at Phil- 
adelphla- Met by His Sons. 

New York, July 18.— [Special.] The body 
of the millionaire banker, A.J. Drexel, who 
died suddenly from apoplexy at Carlsbad, 
Germany, June 30 last, arrived here today on 
the North German Lloyd steamship Wilhelm 
III.

and they insisted that he should maintain his 
fullest and most active relations with the 
court. Chief Justice Fuller was most em- 
phaticin his opinion as to Judge Jenkins’ 
duty and insisted upon his sitting in court as 
if nothing had happened. By of asaur- 
ance as to his faith in the Judge’s teen and 
integrity the Chief Justice promised Judge 
Jenkins that he would see to it personally that 
President Cleveland became acquainted at the 
earliest possible date with the former's case 
in all its phases, and he assured the Judge that 
the President would sustain the stand taken 
by Justice Fuller and the Circuit Court 
Judges. Judge Jenkins said today:
